The story is one of differences of opinion, with 

‘nance Committee seeming to be on one side, 
other officials on the other. The Finance Com- 
, if this column can read the signs correctly, 
been preparing for this day for several weeks - 
least a delegation of the members of that board 
issed the situation with the Director of Accounts, 
State House, about three weeks ago. 

Bt is a long story, and it is quite possible that 
all the facts are known, 

Every Town Manager, and every Finance Com- 
too, tries to keep the annual budget to a min- 
um, in the interests of economy, and a low tax 
rate. This is the rule in Wilmington, and each year 
the Finance Committee has a sum of money ($30,000) 
called the Reserve Account,“ from which they dole 
out ‘extra’ money, as needed to accounts that become 
low, 
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Perhaps the Finance Committee promised too 
Many department heads that there would be money 
in the Reserve Fund for them, and thus got too 
many accounts cut too closely, last year when the 
budget was being prepared. It was alaudable effort, 
but perhaps overdone. 

The Welfare Department, which missed pay- 
ments from the state, ran out of money early, and 
transfers were made to that department, 

The- same story happened with the Veterans 
Account, 

This, and similar stories, depleted the Reserve 
Account a little faster than usual, and it still wasn’t 
enough - so that on December 15th the State Depart- 
ment of Corporations and Finance gave permission 
to the Selectmen to spend money, from next year’s 
budget, for the Welfare Department, the Veterans 
Account, and Snow and Ice Removal. This is done 
under an ‘Emergency’ statute, which cannot be 
extended to every department in a town. 


Vacations & Sick Pay 


Add to this some peculiar situations that can 
happen in a Fire Department, but generally not in 
other places, 

_1, The former Town Manager kept a Fireman 
on sick leave for months, allegedly to make an ex- 
ample of him, while a ‘relief’ fireman was perform- 
ing his duty, in the Fire Station, This little war, 
which had the earmarks of a vendetta, lasted for 
months - and five of which were inthe current year. 
The first thing the Acting Town Manager (Bob 
Peters) did, when he took over the reins on June 1 
was to restore this fireman to duty. 

2, Vacations, with the Brave Fire Laddies, 
are a touchy subject. They have a ‘long’ week, and 
a ‘short? week, one being 70 hours and the other 
being, sometimes, as short as 40, 

All employees, when they take a vacation, like 
to use the weekend ahead, and the weekend follow-

a auiene of a-tecanicaliy, the firemen are often 
unable to do this, One day, or one night, of duty, 
intervenes, for which they must return to work, 

Wilmington’s Town Managers have been divided, 
in the past, on how to handle this situation. Some 
have allowed the firemen to take the ‘extra’ day, 
and some have not, 

The former Town Manager was numbered among 
those who did not allow the ‘extra’ day. There was 
a considerable resentment, as a result. 

Peters, when he became Town Manager, allow- 
ed the firemen to have their ‘extra’ day, and this, 
Presumably, -with the consent of the Selectmen. 

3. Another factor that depleted the payroll 
was the fire in the Hundred Acre Meadow, which 
is still burning merrily away, down in the peat, 
For two weeks a fire truck was kept at that fire, 
with two firemen on duty - away from the station, 

That meant another two firemen on duty in the 
station, The Finance Committee feels that the 
truck and men, if needed, could have been called in 
by radio, and pay for two men for two weeks would 
have been saved, : 


Dim View 


On these three accounts, or some of them at 
least, the members of the Finance Committee 
seem to take a dim view. The person against whom 
their view is the dimmest, it seems, is Bob Peters, 
Particularly as a result of his allowing the ‘extra’ 
day in vacations, 


Executive Meeting 


The executive meeting, of the Selectmen and 
Finance Committee meeting, Monday night, was in 
the main a dull repitition of positions of the two 
boards, and the individuals on them, 

The town was short, in accounts, in several 
departments, Money for the Welfare Department 
could be had out of next year’s levy, but, as the 
Position was Monday, there could be no borrowing 
of money from next year’s levy for the Fire Depart- 
ment payroll, 

The Town Manager sought to have the Finance 
Committee transfer the last money in the Reserve 
Fund (something over $5,000) to the Fire Depart- 
ment Payroll, 

The Finance Committee wanted to transfer the 
money to the Welfare Department, The Town Manager 
Pointed out, of course, that this was, in his belief, 
unnecessary, as money could be borrowed from next 
year’s account for Welfare, 

It 1s impossible for the outsider to judge, at this 
time as to who was right, but the Finance Committee, 
once the executive meeting was over, votedtotrans- 
fer the $5,000 to Welfare.

George Spanos started his life 
in this country as a cook in a Bos- 
ton hotel, He became an insurance 
adjustor, and, in the later years 


visited George, while home on 


leave, 

‘Those pictures are now the pro- 
perty of the William F Tattersall 
Chapter of the Disabled American 
Veterans, 

‘The restaurant became the head- 
Quarters for the younger people in 
Wilmington. It was there, for in- 
stance, that the Wilmington Skat- 
ing Club would leave, for their 
annual trips to the Silver Skates, 
in Boston, shortly after World War 
I had ended, 

Twelve hundred Wilmington res- 
idents would attend those affairs 
in the Boston Garden, There were 
Special trains, and George sold, 
as a piblic service, about 1000 
tickets each time, trom his res- 
turant. He did everything except 
to run the locomotive, 

That restaurant was destroyed 
by a fire, in 1957, and George 
became a semi-retired man, but 
one who was always active and in- 
terested in the youth of Wilmington 

George’s wife was the late Susan 
Cragin, of Rochester NH, The cou- 
ple were married in Boston in 1921 
She was the daughter of the late 
Michael Cragin of Wilmington, one 
of the earlier communicants of St 
Thomas Church, and she was re- 
lated to many of the early Irish 
families of this town,

The Mayor is dead 


The late James H Kelley, Town 
Clerk of Wilmington built a home 
for George, on Glen Road, near 
the present Drury Lane, when he 
was married, and there he and 
Mrs Spanos lived for many years, 
until she became tll, 

The couple never had any chil- 
dren, and it was not realized by 
the thousands of people who called 
George ‘friend’ that Mrs Spanos 
spent the last twenty years of her 
fe in a hospital. She died in 
1951, Her illness was the secret 
sorrow of George Spanos, but he 
was never heard to complain. 

Many honors were acquired by 
George, during the thirty years he 
operated his restaurant, and the 
one preceding, on the corner of 
Wilmington Common. 

He was, for instance, one of 
three men to be given honorary 
membership in the Nee Ellsworth 
Post of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, 

Congressmen, Governors, Ma- 
yors, officials of every kind would 
stop to see George, in his res- 
truant, during his heyday. The 
late Congressman Rogers, of 
Lowell, assisted George at the 
time he acquired his citizenship, 
and his widow, the late Congress- 
woman Edith Nourse Rogers, visi- 
ted with him every time she was in 
Wilmington, 


Congressman Rogers, in the pic-

George is dead. He can be ex- 
pected to have one of the largest 
funerals ever to be held in Wil- 
mington, His memory will last a 
long time, in the town he adopted, 
and of which he became the Honor- 
ary Mayor,

The Honorary

There are over one hundred and 

fifty million people inthis country, 
but I'm ashamed to say there are 
probably only a few men in this 
country like George J. Spanos, the 
Honorary Mayor of Wilmington, 
The best way to deseribe George 
and his characteristics is to go 
back to the beginning where George 
was born and brought up, in his 
native Greece. 
The scene opens in a large city, 
Salonika, where George and his 
three brothers, Samuel, Thomas 
and William went fishing and hunt- 
ing like all other boys. His father 
was a well-known citizen in Sa- 
lonika; he was elected an Alderman 
in 1907, just before Bulgaria start- 
ed a revolution against Greece. At 
that time George was only fourteen, 
Sam seven; Tom nine; and Bill 
twelve. The atmosphere was still, 
but it seemed as if it would change 
at,any moment, i 

One day George andhis brothers 
were playing ball, A man with a 
large black buggy stopped to watch, 
On seeing George’s interest, he 
asked if he would like to have a 
ride, 

George was overwhelmed with 
Joy, and then asked if his brothers 
could come as well, The man’s 
answer was ‘yes’, 
After riding for some time, 
George asked; How are we going 
to get home? 

The ‘gentleman’ smiled and said 
*You are now a captive of the 
Bulgarian Rebels’, 

After the boys had been impri- 
soned for fourteen days their cap- 
tors told George to sign a leuer 
asking his father for ransom. 

George signed it, for he feared 
their lives would be lost if he did 
not comply with the demand, 

Later in the evening news came 
through that the rebels had madea 
victory in the hills, The Bulgarian 
morale was high and liquor flowed 
freely until the rebels paid no at- 
tention to the prisoners. George 
saw the opportunity for him and 
his brothers to escape, 

At two o'clock in the morning, 
in the concealment of the darkness 
the boys crept from the prison, 
When I asked George for com- 
ments, recently, he said ‘ I never 
ran so fast in all my life! I knew 
the terrain from previous hunting 
trips, and we made the thirty-five 
mile trip toward our house in re- 
cord time!’ 

As time passed, the revolution 
came to a close, and George went 
on living in Salonika until he was 
twenty-one years of age. Then he 
decided to take the twenty-eight 
day voyage to America, 

He was heeding his father’s ad- 
vice, and with his promise to do 
something for life, he thought of 
the new country as an ideal place

In 1911 George was in America 
looking for a job, With the handi- 
cap of not knowing English he had 
to find some way to communicate 
with others, George often spoke 
to an old gentleman that had come 
with him to-this country, He told 
George he should not be ashamed 
of his native tongue, but to use it 
as an asset to his courage and 
ambition, 

George acquired a cook’s posi- 
tion in a Boston hotel where he 
stayed until 1916. He meta girl 
from Wilmington whom he later 
married; and the young couple 
moved to Wilmington where George 
started his own insurance business 

Although he was enjoying the 
comforts of a growing business 
George felt something was missing 
in fe, 

In 1937 he opened a hot lunch 
business across the street from 
Wilmington High School. The busi- 
ness boomed, The young people 
came to his restaurant, not just for 
his blue plate special, or the juke 
box filled with top tunes. They came 
to George, because they could talk 
to him and he would listen with 
understanding and interest in what 
they had to say, 

During my interview with George 
he tried to give an example how dis- 
like for anyone instead of thought- 
fulness could remain inthetr heart 
throughout life, 

He first asked: Can youremem- 
ber how many times you were 
Caught in the rain? 

Then George said: Who, back in 
grammar school, did you dislike, 
and why? 

He then summarized the whole 
thought by saying: The great force 
of nature with all its harm and 
destruction will not leave a mark 
of memory, but the tongue, a bone~ 
less instrument, leaves its im-

George’s youths were coming 
home from battle now, and the 
restaurant was geared in accor- 
dance, Everyone that came into 
that restaurant with a uniform on 
was treated like a king, and each 
soldier would find his picture hang- 
ing on the wall, 

There was no price list on the 
wall; maybe it was because there 
were no prices for soldiers, 

How did the men repay him? 
They gave him sugar, flour, ci- 
garetts and many other materials 
for his restaurant, But those gifts 
never stopped at the restaurant; 
you could find a bit of the gifts 
in every house throughout the town, 

George’s Restaurant was adver- 
tised in many foreign lands: - 
France, Africa, Germany andGuad 
alcanal, George received pictures 
of his ‘boys’, beside an arrow, 
pointing to George’s Restaurant, 
Wilmington, Mass ---- Miles, 

What made them remember? 
Was it homesicness, or was it 
something in their hearts? 

What is George doing now? Well, 
since the war his restaurant has 
burnt, but that hasn’t stopped him 
from being with youth. 

Go to any football game that Wil- 
mington is playing, stand outside 
the gate, and watch the people 
enter, 

Soon you'll see a mature gentle- 
man, with a small mustache step 
up to the gate with a shopping bag 
in one hand and his other arm 
around two youngsers, and say to 
the clerk: Two student tickets, 
please! 

Or look into the stands on the 
Wilmington side and see gum, 
candy bars and life savers being 
thrown in the direction of the 
young, You'll need not ask who 
is doing it, 

Ihaye seen pictures, of General 
Maxwell Taylor, presenting to 


George’s Restaurant the only store 
in Wilmington that you did not rob?’ 


The answer was: ‘George is the 
only human being in America’, 

That's the reason why George 
Joseph Spanos is the Honorary 
Mayor of Wilmington,. When I 
spoke to George about this, he 
Said; ‘You can’t make it yourself- 
the link in the most beautiful thing 
in the world,’
